The Miracles which our Saviour did were more 
convincing Arguments of the truth, of his Doctrine 
than was his Death : | it being no unheard of thing 
for Men with the loſs of their Lives todefend 'the 
moſt impious and heretical Opinions. Nor is that 
Faith and Hope of Eternal Life, ſo much magniked, 
as the great effeft of his Death , with any reaſon 
applyed unto it; ſince: the;cruel torments of a moſt 
innocent Perſon at firſt ſight appears the moſt pre- 
poſterous means to induce a beltef of immortal bliſs. 
And the Scriptures every. where lay the foundation 
.of a firm Faith in our Saviours Refurreftion. More- 
.over ( had the Death of Chriſt been only 1nreaded 
for a Teltimony to his Doftrine, 'it might very well 
baye been ſpared, and others, andino leſs convin- 
cing. methods uſed. After having: lead a Life of 
toy upon Earth, he might haveaſcended after 
the-manner-that Enoch\and Ela were tranſlated, 
| B into 
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into Heaven, and from thence have ſhowed hit Ma- 
jeſtio'to the confuſian'of his Enemies. > He) nught 
have taken his Murderers at'theit word, have de- 
feended from the Croſs, and fo confured all their 
pretences.
